C h arles E. Bowser, 49. A bbotts­ 
tow n, h a s been charged with h it and 
ru n driving as th e result of an a c ­ 
cident on th e Lincoln highw ay, be­ 
tw een New O xford and Cross Keys, 
F rid a y 
evening, in which L oring 
W ise. 34, a pedestrian, was so badly 
in ju re d th a t he was adm itted to th e 
W a rn er hospital for treatm ent. 
S ta te m otor police from th e G e t­ 
tysburg detail arrested Bowser in 
A bbottstow n about a half hour a f t­ 
er th e accident. 
They said he had 
been drinking. 
T h e accident occurred a t 10:30 
o'clock about a half mile east of 
New O xford as Bowser drove east in 
his 
lig h t 
coach-type 
autom obile. 
W ise, w ho gave a L ancaster county 
address and said he was enroute 
from E verett to the hom e of a 
b ro th er in Lancaster, was w alking 
e a st on th e south side of th e h ig h ­ 
way. 
He said the car struck him 
had kept going. 
T he injured m an was taken to th e 
office of Dr. S. G. Selen. New O x­ 
ford, by a m otorist who arrived at 
th e scene a few' m inutes a fte r th e

O fficer H arris took the injured 
m an from New O xford to th e W ar­ 
n er h ospital Friday night.

in ju ries included a deep laceration 
of th e head, laceration of th e left 
knee an d bruises all over th e body. 
T ile accident was only th e second 
w hich m otor police here have in ­ 
vestigated so far this m onth.

HOUSE MEMBERS 
TO RENEW FARM 
BILL A T T A C K 


Washington, May 13 <AP)—House 
economy advocates promised today 
to renew their campaign to slash the 
Agriculture department appropria­ 
tion bill, which carried a record-­ 
breaking sum of $1,218,666,572 as ap­ 
proved by the senate Friday. 
Another struggle over the economy 
issue was foreshadowed by the pro­ 
posal of Senator Adams fD-Colo) 
that congress blanket appropriations 
for the next fiscal year with a re­ 
duction order designed to save at 
least $250,000,000. 
Adams said he would offer some 
definite formula to reduce federal 
spending, once congress has com­ 
pleted work on major appropriation 
bills. 
House democratic leaders reported 
they were undecided as to whether 
they would oppose the increases in­ 
serted in the farm bill by the senate. 
Before the measure goes to the 
White House the differences between 
house and senate must be recon­ 
ciled. 
When it acted on the bill in 
March, the house limited it to $835,- 
000,(KIO, refusing by a nine-vote m ar­ 
gin to provide $250,000,000 for parity 
payments and add $60,000,000 to help 
dispose of agricultural surpluses. The 
parity payments would be designed 
to increase the farm purchasing 
power represented in cotton, wheat, 
corn, rice and tobacco to Hie pre-war 
level. 
The senate added $225,000,000 for 
parity and 1113,000,000 for the re­ 
moval program, before passing the 
bill, Cl to 14. 
The measure includes a $500,000 - 
OOO allocation for soil conservation 
payments, 
$225 000,000 
for 
parity 
payments, $113,000,000 for removal 
of crop surpluses, about $200,000,000 
for the federal-aid road program 
and funds for other regular activi­ 
ties of the agriculture department.

veloped portable farm assets—even 
gardens, hen coops and fences—to 
help tenant farmers fulfill F.S.A. 
loan requirements. 
C M Evans, regional F S A direc­ 
tor, explains th at such loans are 
made only to those farmers with 
at least one source of cash income 
besides cotton. 
Owner-tenant cooperation often 
cannot provide the necessary im ­ 
provements. so the F.S A. worked 
out the portable farm idea. 
Now 
the tenant who'd 
like 
to raise 
chickens, for instance, in order to 
be eligible for a loan need not be 
afraid of leaving his coop behind 
when he moves. 
The average cost 
of a portable home for 300 hens is 
less than $100. It can be dismantled 
and reassembled with little trou­ 
ble. 
The portable garden plot con­ 
sists of a 
fertile soil within a 
frame about 18 inches deep, four or 
five feet wide and as long as de­ 
sired. 
Tin cans or tile are used for sub­ 
irrigation. If the farmer moves, he 
loads the whole thing on a tru c k - 
even 
in 
mid-season 
with 
vege­ 
tables flourishing— and 
hauls it 
with him. 
Tile FJS.A. estimates a portable 
garden 20 feet long and five feet 
wide, properly nurtured, will sup­ 
ply the vegetables for the average 
sized farm family the year ’round. 
The fences are electrified and 
usually consist of one wire fast­ 
ened at intervals to stakes.

charger, an automobile battery or 
a reduced line current. 
Cost is a 
few dollars for home-made out­ 
fits; up to $25 for factory made.

London (AP)—W alrus tusks, a n t­ 
lers and other hunting trophies are 
being successfully used by doctors 
to patch broken bones according to 
Doctor Ernest Groves, 
a 
Bristol 
surgeon. 
He explained in the ‘‘Lancet” how 
trophies grafted to diseased bones 
are completely absorbed and re­ 
placed by hum an bones. 
In 1922 he planted into a deep 
cavity in a boy’s tliigh-bone, a piece 
of ivory from a walrus tusk 
He said an X -ray exam ination In 
1939 revealed that the Ivory graft 
had become covered with a deposit 
of bone. 
Doctor Groves used a portion of 


~a stag’s antler~to mend the broken 
thighbone of a 45-year-old woman. 
Three years later the antler cutting 
had been completely absorbed by 
new hum an bone.
